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The Democratic Soldier Dodge,
Tor Demoorats are taking great credit to them-
selves for baving nominated upon their looal
tickettwo or three officors, who were on the Union
side during the war. If this were meant as an
indication of sympathy with the couse for
which our Union soldiers fonght, or of respsot
for théss men as soldiers, there might be soma
ground for parading the fact before the world.
But, notoriously, it is not. Everybody knows
that the Demooratio leaders in this State were
bitterly opposed to the war; that their sympa-
thies were with those who fought on the Rebel
gide; and that they did then, and have con-
tinued to do since, all that they could to de-
grade that great struggle in the eyes of the
world, and to rob it of all its glory.

They be-
lieve him to have besn, what they used to de-
light to call him, a “Lincoln hireling;” they
look upon him as having been the voluntary
instrument in oppressing and degrading the
Rebels, and as having waged war against a
just cause. In their eyes the South—meaning
by that term not the peopls, but the aristo-
coracy that lorded it over the South—ware
oppressed, and did right in going to war.
They look upon Lee, and Johunson, and Beau-
regard, instead of Grant, and Sheridan, and
Sherman, as the true heross of the late strug-
gle. At the present time their sympathies are
avowedly with Andrew Johnson and his Cop-
perhead advisers, in their efforta to persecute
and degrade some of the noblest and bravest
men that the war prodaced.

The nomination, therefore, of a few oficery
upon the Demooratic tickel in this oity, will
instantly be recognized by every true Union
soldier a8 & mere desire to obtain votes for a
bad cause, Itisan attempt to entrap honest
men into giving their votes in support of An-
drew Johnson and his insane and wicked
polioy. The very platform upon which these
Qfficers are running endorses Andrew John-
son’s administration. Do onr Union soldiers
desire to say that Johnson is right, and that
Grant is wrong? that the gallant Sheridan
deserved to be removed from the command
which he had so homored? or that Sickles
should have been made the victim of Presiden-
tial persecution and malice ! And yet this is

_what they are asked to say, in order that a
few chronio office-seekers may get the snug
berths for which they have long been

~sugoeed. The Demo-

It is the same
party that deolared the glorious struggle in
which our Union soldiers were engaged a fail-
ure; the same party that deprived them of
their votes when in the field; thé same party
that sought to oripple thém by discouraging
onlistments and opposing the draft; and the
same party that now seeks to defraud the
nation of the just fruits of our victories in the
field. The greed of ofica-holding may induce
some officers to becoms the staodard -bearers of
this party, but the masses of the Union sol-
diors will be seduoced by mo suoh trick of the
enemy.

Mr.Johnson Planning forthe Succession.
Tux hint has been thrown out in varions quar-
ters that Mr. Johuson will probably be the
candidate of the Damocracy in the next Presi-
dential campaign. The officions endorsement
of his recent foolish and unpatriotic acts by
the late Demooratic Couvention of this oity
lends plausibility tothe view. The fact that Mr.
Johnsen vould and wounld wield the patronage
of the Government in favor of his own election,
makes Mim in gome respects an available can-
didate for the Demooracy. It is true he haa
taken oocoasion to repeatedly disolaim, in the
most positive manner, any intention of being
a oandidate, but that must pass with a good
many other things he has said, and failed to
adhere to, in the past. There is no doubt he
would be glad to be a candidate, especially if
he had the slightest hope of an aleotion. His
present elovation to the Presidency was not
the work of the people. He is palo-
fully ocomscions of that fact. He knows

that he has betrayed the party that
eleoted him, and he would be gratified beyond |

messure with a popular endordement of his
ocourse. Ha has of late thrown himself iato
the hands of Deémoocratio advisers. Jorry
Black, Fernando Wood, Tom Florence, and
the same crew of corrupt politicians gene.
rally who clustered aromnd Buohapan's
Administration, are now the daily halirus
of the White House. The whole power of the
Government s to be felt in controlling the
eloctions this fall. Bhould the Demoorats
suocoeed in & few of thess, Mr. Johnson will
have olalms ou that party which it o;n
ignore. He is doubtless looking for
mem it 18 mot at all unlikely
that he may getit. Ons thing that will tell
fa ki® favorls the searcity of available caadi-
¥ dates in the vanks of the Demeocracy. Mo-
Clellan s the only wilitary man that they
oould now think of running, sud he would
Liave far less strength than bhe had in 1564,
Their promipent cfvillans are not mon of
general strength or popularity. Jerry Black
s doubtless the ablest eof the lot, bul he

#tands no mora chance of A nomination thau
he would, if nominated, of an elsotion, BSo,
on the whole, wao thinl Mr. Johunson's chanoes
for the Demooratio nomination are pretty fair,

The President’s Amnesty Proclamas
tion, and lts Effects.
Tur Amneaty Proclamation of the Prosident
reminds us vividly of that curious animal
known as the Ant-eater, whiok has the remark-
able physical formation of a length of tongue
whioh, in proportion to the body, is about as
a fuot to an inoh: The preambles to the proola
mation, when ocompared with the dosument
proper; do not, hewever, approximats as
olosely as the physigue of the Aunt-eater. We
have ten ‘“Whereases,” and but ome small
“Resolved," and the final declaration is utlerly
impotent to effect the objuct whioh {8 in-
tended, It is seldom that the verbiage of the
President oarries him to such extreme lengths
a8 it has in the last State document, for really
the effort is as good aa a political manual, and
excels MoPherson's in giving & history of all
the events of the war. The applicability of
the faots guoted has nothing to do with
thelr seleotion or rejection. Thus, military
rule in the GSouth is deolared to Dbe
“dangerons to liberty,”" and a few medita
tive rémarks on the evil effects of oppression,
and a ‘‘retaliatory or vindiotive polioy,”
are thrown in; but neither of these interesting
expressions of the Executive mind have even
the most distant connection with the subjeot-
nintter — for we presume that dr. Johnson

i oun gcarcely bellove that the evils complained

of can be remedied by his pronunciamionto, Bat
the opportunity conld not be allowed to pass,
and we have the reflections of the Presidential
intellect on the subject of rebellions in history,
and of course we will treat them with the
deference which their source demands,
Whatever may be the form, the object to ba
attained has been attempted, so far as the will
of Mrn.Johnson ean extend; and it ia well for
us to look at the practical effect of the doou-
ment, and also at the attitude in which tha
President puts himself by issning it. BSo far
as the result to be achivved {8 concerned, the
proclamation will fall powerless. Its practical
effect will be entirely null and void. Hven if
it could work all the results intendsd, it would
only reassure the Rebels in the possession of
their property, and prevent their arrest in the
future. And us their property is mot threat-
ened, and their lives not in the least danger,
it will have no appreciable effect. It might, if
it was lawful, act as a bar to asuit inthe
futnre; but then, as nosuit is threatensd, we do
not think that much value ean be attached toit.
Bo far as the right of suffrage is conoerned, it
will be perfeot waste paper. The law of Con-
gress directs the registera to admit to registra-
tion only certain persons, and among the
qualifications necessary is that they shall not
bave committed certain orimes against the
United BStates. The pardon of thesa
crimes does mnot blot them out. Thay
remain still orimes in fact, and uutil the qualifi-
cations for registration are ohanged by law, so
long will they be excluded from the right of
suffrage. In order, however, that no doubt
whatever could arise, and that the law might
not be evaded by the Executive, the last
clanse of the Bapplemental Reconstraction
bill distinetly states “‘that no person shall at
any time be entitled to be registersd or to vete
by rfeason of any Exeoutive pardon or amnesty
for any act or thing which, without such par-
don or amnesty, would disqualify him from
registration or voting''—soc that even if
the right of the President to issue such
a proclamafion was unquestioned, the
effect would not delay reconstruction, Bat
it is a pice question whether the Executive
has aony such right. Truoe, the preamble cites
instances in which that right was exeroised,
but then it was done, not under a provision of
the Constitution, but under a law of Congress
which especially authorized the Executive to
grant such an amnesty. This law, passed July
17, 1562, was repealed December 3, 1866—so
that, whatever right might have besn

| President mearly a year ago,

vesied and was exercised nuuder ft,
censed to be within the conirol of the
S0 Mr. John-
son’s last effort is based solely on the consti-
tutional provision, and is without precedent in
the history of our land. Allits predecessors
have been under a Congreasional law, and the
right of the present manifesto rests on grounds
entiraly distinot from sny other. Now the
Counstitution—Article 2, section 3—gives the
President ‘‘power to grant reprieves and par-
dong for offenses againat the UTnited Siates,
except in .cases of impeachment.” What,
then, is & pardon, and under what olronwm-
stunces can it be effioscious ¢ A pardon is de-
fined as a “remission of a fanlt or erlme." In
order, therefore, to make a pardon effective
there must be a oriminal. There can be no
forgiveness until a fault is committed, and the
only way in which & man can be known as a
criminal is when he has been convicted by a
legal tribunal of the offense; Until convietion
every man I8 presumed to be innocent, and to
an inpocent man a pardon cannot apply,
Therefore, the only persons pardoned by Mr,
Johnson's proclamstion, had he the right to
iesne it, would be those Rebals who have been
tried and convicted of treason, and as none
have been tried, the scope of the proclamation
is lmited.

This view of the subject was held by Chiof
Justics Chase In a recent deolsion, in whioh he
stuted that there were no traltors in the land.
But a pardon and an amnesty differ so widely
that it is clear that the power to grant the former
doos not carry with it a powsr to grant the
lutter. One frees a orlminal after conviotion:
and ik applicable inauy partioular oase, Thy
other releases & number without conviotion,
purges & orime from” them before they are
known to have committed It, snd is applied to
a mass collectively. Under the Constitution
the President can graut pardons, but it

requires & epecial law  of Congress to
authorize him to grant an amuesty, and
that law was repealed 1ast Deosmber. The
effort of the President, therefors, is really
nothing, but the animuos whioh prompted it
remaing the same. It is a desperate attempt
to override Congress, and usurp all power
in one hand. The epirit which dictated it
wounld lead to an sutocracy If oarrded omt, It
is the maddest and most daring attempt yel
made, and will change many of those hereto-
fore opposed to impeachment into its sup-
porters. The conversion of pnblic opinion
in favor of this desparate remaedy is not rapid,
but, as “Poor Mo' aaid, in the “Vlying
Soud:" “It's slow, but © Lad t it's so sure !

We do
nol know how the Managers kept the peace,
but if there was not a difference of opinion, we
may well anticipate the millonninm, when the
lion and the lamb will lie down togsther:

To
leave the Executive Chamber, and trust to
that “many-headed monster thing," is a feat
which we fear Mr, Johnson will not dare to
undertake. For with the
Herald, Lot Mr. Johuson resign, let him
take the flood at its height, Let him try to
be returned to the Executive Chamber, and
all we ocan say is, that we hope he may enjoy
it better than he does, when he gets there.
